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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement filed 02/28/2002 fails to comply with 37 CFR 1 .98(a)(3) because it 
does not include a concise explanation of the relevance, as it is presently understood by the individual designated 
in 37 CFR 1.56(c) most knowledgeable about the content of the information, of each patent listed that is not in the 
English language. It has been placed in the application file, but the information referred to therein has not been 
considered. On the 1449 form itself the Examiner has crossed out the references in which no form of English 
translation was provided, i.e. Swiss reference 333891, and German references 0389793, 0546485, 0919650 & 
0427933. 

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: it is suggested that Applicant 
amended the title to state "Woven Labels With an Invisible Bar Code," as the current title does not aptly describe 
the claimed invention. 

Oath/ Declaration 

3. Receipt is acknowledged of papers filed under 35 U.S.C. 119 (a)-(d) based on an application filed in 
PCT/CH/00234 on 11/29/20001. Applicant has not complied with the requirements of 37 CFR 1.63(c), since the 
oath, declaration or application data sheet does not acknowledge the filing of any foreign application. A new 
oath, declaration or application data sheet is required in the body of which the present application should be 
identified by application number and filing date. More specifically, the oath indicates a claim to foreign 
application CH 101 1 /99, however, neither the "yes" or "no" box is checked. Further, if priority to any application 
is being claimed it must be stated in the first paragraph of the specification, under the heading "Cross Reference 
To Related Applications." Appropriate correction is required. 

Drawings 

4. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every feature of the 
invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the folded and unfolded or foldable regions must be indicated by 
itrfcicuce numbers sr.d duly described \r. the specification which mi^t h*? show the feature (s) canceled from the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered. A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held 
in abeyance. 
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5. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 ,84(p)(5) because they include the 
following reference sign(s) not mentioned in thedescription: 10, 12 and 16. A proposed drawing correction, 
corrected drawings, or amendment to the specification to add the reference sign(s) in the description, are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will 
not be held in abeyance. Further, please make sure that each and every reference number is described in the 
specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC 5. 1 12 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject 
matter which the applicant regards as rm invention. ■ 

7. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 
Specifically, the language of claim 1 is quite convoluted. The first confusion is found where Applicant is describing 
the nonfolded longitudinal sides and the foldable narrow sides, all fabrics are foldable, what is the criticality 
desired here? In line 7 of claim 1 do you mean to say range instead of rand? And lastly, in line 8, how can the 
longitudinal sides be transversely oriented to the warp threads? By definition the sides would not be transverse 
but would be parallel to the warp threads, please clarify. Claims 2-7 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim 1 . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the 
rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

9. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by EP-A-0 919650. 

As stated by Applicant's own admission on page 1 , under the heading Description of the Prior Art, EP-A-0 919 650 
teac h e* intprconnected labels succeeding one another in the warp direction, each with a figure made by 
embroidery web threads and with a bar code made by code web threads, being produced in a band with ground 
fabric consisting of ground warp threads and ground weft threads. The labels have a rectangular shape with 
longitudinal sides and two narrow sides, the warp threads lying parallel to and the weft threads transversely to the 
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longitudinal sides of the label, and the bar codes being formed by code strips in each running in the weft direction 
consisting of one or more parallel code weft threads.
